State’s Attorney in Chicago Prevails on Court to Deny 
Bail to Alleged Slayers of Fellow Laborite and De- 
clares that Circumstances of Their Case Parallel Those 
of the Disorders Caused by Bomb Throwers.

WOULD SPELL RUIN. 


Capital Is Needed in that State to 
Develop More Sugar Land, but In- 
vestors Are Reported to Be Hold- 
ing Back for Fear the Tarif’ Will 
Be Disturbed.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Louisiana 
planters and producers of sugar made 
a determined stand on the tariff be- 
fore the House sugar committee to- 
day, declaring that a reduction of sug- 
ar duties would retard the domestic 
production of cane sugar and that 
free sugar would annihilate both the 
cane and beet sugar industries of the 
country. Chairman Hardwick, the 
Georgia Democrat, disagreed. 

“If you solons,” said Prof. W. C. 
Stubbs, former State chemist of Lou- 
isiana, want to take the tariff off 
sugar, you must make up your minds 
In advance that you will kill all do- 
mestic sugar production. The big 


might manage to scrape up enough 
to start over again in some tropical 
country, but the small growers would 
be ruined.

J. E. Burgieres, president of the 
Louisiana Planters’ Association, said a 
cut In the tariff would kill the Lou- 
isiana industry upon which two mil- 
lion American citizens depended for 
a livelihood.

‘Louisiana sugar planters and inde- 
pendent refiners fear the American 
Sugar Refining Company, Mr. Bur- 
gieres said.

Reading Is Alleged by Federal 
Government to Be Engaged Also in 
Business of Mining Fuel—Baer in 
Europe, but Other Officials Appear 
Surprised. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—A gov- 
ernment suit to compe! bona fide sep- 
aration of the Reading Railway Com- 
pany from the Reading Coal Company 
was filed today in Federal court. The 
action parallels a recent one against 
the Lehigh Valley and is the govern- 
ment’s second move in its new fight 
to separate the coal carrying roads 
from their virtual control of the coal 
business. 

The government charges that the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 


pany, the Locust Gap Improvement 
Company, the Tremont Coal Company, 
the Mammoth Vein Coal ang Improve- 
ment Company, the Preston Coal and 
Improvement Company, and the Dele- 
ware Coal Company, are dummies of 
the Reading Railway Company and 
Reading Company, which is the hold- 
ing corporation. 

As in the Lehigh Valley suit, the 
government charges the Reading Coal 
Company and its subsidiaries are 
buying anthracite from independent 
operators with the object of removing 
competition, transporting it to mar- 
ket at a loss and there regulating the 
selling thea. The coal company loses 
on such transactions, the government 
alleges, that the railway company 
may profit from the freight charges. 

As a further evidence that the coal! 
company is not a bona fide corpora- 
tion, but @ mere adjunct of the rail- 
road and device for evading the com- 


modities clause of the Interstate Com- | 


merce law, the government charges 
that the officers of the railway com- 
pany and the coal company are the 
same, that the railway has advanced 
more than $70,000,000 to the coal 
company which is carried os an open 


charge. 

The government's bill traces the 
formation of the present Reading 
Holding’ Company. It recites that the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railway 
Company tn 1896 acquired the Nation- 
al Company, the Pennsylvania cor- 
poration of $50,000 capital, but with 
no property or business, increased its 
capital from $50,000 to $140,000,000, 
changed its name to the Reading 
Company and made it a holding cor- | 
poration.

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TROUBLE IN NICARAGUA. 


Capital Is Reported to Be in State 
of Siege and the Jails Are Full of 
Political Prisoners.

History to Be Retold for the 
Celebration W eek. 


Church Dignitaries Pass on 
the Entries. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN DIEGO, July 17.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.) One of the greatest spec- 
tacles of celebration week is promised 
Saturday morning when the Mission 
parade will take place. Work on the 
Mission floats ie completed. The Cath- 
olic dignitaries have passed on them 
and pronounced them ready for serv- 
ice. This feature of the celebration 
alone costs $10,000. Among the floats 
to be represented, the following is a 
brtef description: 
MISSION BAN DIEGO DF ALCALA. 
The first mission founded by Juni- 
pero Serra, date 1769. The float will 
show the mission as it is today, in 
ruins, 

The spectacular figure for this float 
is Don Gaapar de Portola, captain of 
the soldiers that accompanied Serra, 
accompanied by twenty of his soldiers 
in the ancient Spanish uniform. The 
float will be followed by Serra and his 
chief assistants. Indian grooms will 
lead the horses and the sides of the 
float will be flanked by Indians. 

Two big drums, old-fashioned and 
curtous, will be carried by the soldiers, 
and the soldiers will sing songs pre- 
ceding the float, while priests with 
Serra will chant their hymns. Forty 


characters will suround this float. 


MISSION SAN LUIS RBY. 


This, the finest miasion in California, 
was the largest mission of the whole 
State, the second mission founded by 
Father Serra and named for St. Louis, 
the ninth king of France, who led the 
sixth crusade A. D. 1248, and died at 
Tunis, Africa, in-1270. 

The float is thirty feet long and 
nearly sixteen feet high. King Louis 
and thirty-five of his retainers in cos- 
tumes of the period will accompany 
the float. 

MISBION SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. 

This is the grandest of ruins of'al) the 
missions of California. It was wrecked 
by an earthquake during the first half 
of the nineteenth century, when the 
roof fell during the church service 
— forty persons were buried in the 
ruins. 

It was named for a warrior priest 
of the fifteenth century, who led an 
army of crusaders against Mohammed 
II, who was besieging the city of Bel- 
grade, in which city Hunyadi had shut 
himself with his army. The float will 
show the ruins of the mission, attend- 
ed by John of Capistrano mounted on 
a horse, dressed in his priestiy cowl, 
his crusader’s sword at his side and 
attended by crusaders in coats of mall, 
Hungarian warriors and servants to 
the number of twenty-nine. 

MISSION BAN FRANCISCO. 

San Franciseo de Asis Dolores, the 
mission at San Francieco, Cal., was 
founded almost last of the chain in 
California. The float represents the 
dedication of this mission, shows Fath- 
er Palou, and three assistants, Cam- 
bon, Noceda! and Pena. 

This float will present a military 
spectacie and will be surrounded by 
soldiers and bel) ringers, firing volleys 
and ringing chimes, in all twenty-six 
characters costumed in the style of 
the seventeenth century. 

SAN CARLOS BORROMEO. 

This mission was founded in 1770 
and was one of the smallest of the 
chain. Carlos Borromeo Was an Ital- 
ian—Cardinal and was Archbishop of 
Milan. The float if accompanied by 
Count Carlos Borromeo and the mem- 
bers of his court dressed in the cos- 
tumes of the sixteenth century, pre- 
ceded by the banner of Milan. The 
four horges will be led by four pages 
in costume and the characters are 
priests, monks, courtiers on horseback 
and on foot, men in armor, soldiers, 
Indians and the Count walking under 
a canopy borne aloft by four pages. 

SAN ANTONIO DE PADUA. 

Antonio de Padua was a Portugese 
and legend credite him as being the 
man who preached to all the fishes. 
The float shows the ruins of the mis- 
sion and will be accompanied by the 
banners of Portugal, France and Italy 
of the thirteenth century. While the 
mission was founded tm 1771, the 
acenarto te taken from the thirteenth 
century. The float will be accompanied 
by priests, soldiers of France, Portu- 
gal, Italy, the four horses led by 
monks with Indians preceding and 
following. 

SAN GABRIEL ARCANGEL. 

This mission was founded in 1771. 
Tt was one of the richest and was 
named for the Angel Gabriel. The cos- 
tumes are of the seventeenth century 
and the float will be accompanied by 
soldiers, monks and Indians, and the 
history of the city of Los Angeles is 
to be forecast in the general picture. 
San Gabriel is one of the best pre- 
served of the missions. _ 

SAN LUIS OBISPO DE TOLOSA. 

_ The central figure on this Moat is the 
French Bishop of Toulouse, of the 
seventeenth century. Padre Martinez, 
a corpulent, jolly personage, was for 
many years in charge of this mission, 
and with Indians and Californians he 
marched at one time to repel! the at- 
tack of Bouchard, a pirate, 

The characters of this float are In- 
dians, squaws and children, caballeros, 
Padre Martinez himself, monks, ban- 
ner carriers and Indians leading the 
horses. The tneignia of the Bishop. his 
mitre, crosier, ete., help make up the 
color acheme. 

MI@SION BANTA CLARA. 

Santa Clara founded the religious 
sisterhood of Saint Claire, known as 
Les Clarisses in France in 1212. The 
mission was founded in 1777 and the 
float shows young women in white 
robes bearing fruita and flowers of 
Califernia in their arms and in bas- 
kets. The float will be drawn by four 
white mules and all the caparisons are 
whke with purple trimmings. The 
characters are Santa Clara, «a tall 
young woman, accompanied by cos- 
tumed ladies, pages in white leading

SAN BUENA VENTURA. 


This mission was named for Gio- 
vanni de Fidensa, surnamed “Doctor 
Seraphicus,” a professor of theology 
of the thirteenth century, who lived in 
Paris.

This mission, named for the holy 
cross, was founded in 1791, and is a 
contrast in simplicity to the other 
tableaux.

One of 
the first converts was Chief Seguert, 
head of a powerful tribe of Indians.

Southern Pacific Announces 
Another Lower Rate. 


Harbor Freight Hearing to 
Be Resumed Tomorrow. 


Cc. L. Hall, recently appointed gen- 
eral western agent of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco, with headquarters 
in San Francisco, was in Los Angeles 
yesterday. His mission here was to 
complete arrangements for opening 
the new offices of the company, which 
are to be located in the new building 
of the Los Angeles Trust and Savings 
Bank at Sixth and Spring streets. 

Mr. Hall is arranging for a com- 
mercial agent, contracting freight 
agent, and a traveling freight agent. 
He ts recruiting from other railroad 
offices. It was announced yesterday 
that the contracting and the travel- 
ing freight representatives have been 
selected, the first coming from the 
Chicago and Northwestern and the 
traveling freight agent from the 
Southern Pacific. The commercial 
agent will probably come from the 
Rock Island offices. 

The appointment of a man to have 
charge of the passenger department 
will not be made until later. Under 
a traffle agreement recently made 
with the Santa Fe Railroad, the 
Frisco ia handling freight traffic over 
the tracks of the Santa Fe from 
Avard, Okla., to Los Angeles and San 
Franciseo. Through passenger-train 
service will be started from St. Louis, 
Memphis and New Orleans to the Pa- 
cific Coast, November 1.

PAST MASONIC MASTER 
SEVERELY INJURED. 


Attempts to Board Fiyer at Wil- 
lows and, When He Tries to Swing 
on to Rear Step, Is Thrown—Po- 
lice Pursue Automobile 
to Be Stolen. 


LONG BEACH, July 17.—L. F.

PRICE GOES UP AFTER THE 
OPTION EXPIRES. 


City Trustees Consider Question of 
Condemnation Suit for Acquire- 
ment of Property for Which a 
Bond Issue Was Some Time at 
Authorized. 


GLENDALE, July 17.—Some difi- 
culty blocks the way of the officials 
of this city in their endeavor to secure 
a deed and title. to the lot which was. 
decided upon at a recent election as 
part of the site on which the new City 
Hall is to be erected. 

At the time of the election, Rev. 
William EB. Wright, owner of the lot, 
offered it to the city for $3095. He 
gave the municipality a short option 
on the property, but several days be- 
fore the City Trustee had funds with

Trustees adopted a resolution declar- 
ing: “Whereas, it appears to the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Glen- 
dale that it is necessary to obtain 
title to a certain lot in said city, de- 
scribed as follows: Lot 21, block 10, 
town of Glendale, for the purpose 
of erecting thereon a City Hall, the 
same being necessary for public use: 
and whereas, the board, after much 
effort, has been unable to purchase 
said lot by private sale at a price 
which the board considers reasonable; 
and, therefore, be it resolved, that it 
is necessary to procure the title to 
said lot, and the City Attorney is duly 
instructed to immediately proceed to 


and institute such action to condemn |. 


said land as is necessary and pro- 
vided for under the laws of this 
State.” 

Last Friday a warrant was drawn 
on the City Hall and library site fund 
for $3095, and Friday evening John 
Robert White, Jr., Thomas W. Wat- 
son, trustee of this city, and City 
Attorney Evans went to Wright's 
place of residence in Burbank and 
offered Wright the sum of $3095 in 
gold, which he refused. City Attor- 
ney Evans and an attorney represent- 
ing Wright are trying to come _ to 
terms on the matter and hope to reach 
a conclusion before the end of this 
week. Lot 19, block 10, which was 
included jointly with Wright's lot in 
the offer _to the city, has been pur- 
chased for the price stated in the 
offer, $3581.50.

AVALON, July 117.—The Times 
boys supplied some sport for the pop- 
ulation yesterday at steamer time.

TEXAS’ UNDERGROUND RIVER. 


State is Traversed by an Enormous 

Flow of Water at Eight Hundred 

Feet Depth. 

It is maintained by geologists that 
Texas has the greatest underground 
river in the world, says the New York 
Herald. It is thought that this is an 
underflow from the Rocky Mountains 
and that this stream, several miles 
wide, sweeps across New Mexico and 
the northwestern part of Texas, and 
from it the water supply of several 
streams, such as the Guadalupe and 
others, is obtained. 

Wells sunk recently in the north- 
western part of this State and at 
places in New Mexico strengthen the 
theory that such an underground 
stream exists. It is a well-known fact 
that in the ticinity of Tucumacari, N. 
M., and points south of that city fine 
flows of artesian water are obtained at 
a depth of 800 feet. Recently while 
sinking wells in search of oil in the 
northwestern part of Texas living wa- 
ter was struck at about the same 
depth. At other points northwest of 
this city fine flows of water have been 
struck at even less depth. The proof 
that this is a stream flowing under- 
ground in the same direction as the 
Rio Grande is emphasized by the fact 
that the wells sunk north and south 
of a certain belt of country extending 
to the northwest have failed to find 
water, although going to a greater 
depth. 

Geologists say that this underground 
stream flows almost southeast from 
the Rocky Mountains to Sutton coun- 
ty, Texas, and then directly south for 
at least 100 miles and thence south- 
easterly to the gulf. Upon this theory 
the great artesian belt of Texas is ac- 
counted for, the assertion being made 
that the artesian wells tap the body of 
the stream.

CREGIER’S OFFER. 
WILL WANT FIVE YEARS. 

A proposal to furnish Los Angeles 
with a complete fire and telegraph- 
alarm system, to cost $500,000, on a 
five-year instaliment-plan basis, was 
submitted by N. Banks Cregier, rep- 
resenting the Cregier Signal Company, 
to the Council yesterday. 

Recently Cregier made a proposal, 
with specifications, to do all this work 
and establish, coincidentally, an ade- 
quate municipal telephone system for 
the two departments, but the financial 
distress of the city prevented full con- 
sideration. In order to assure the city 
that lis credit is good, Cregier now 
offers, practically, to watt five years 
for his pay. 

His plan contemplates a system 
suitable for a city of a million people, 
and he estimates that it will not need 
change for twenty or more years. 

It is to be a complete reconstruetion 
of the present system along the Cre- 
gier metheds now in use in the. Uni- 
versity district, and which seem tg 
serve the fire department purposes 
well. It is a question, however, 
whether Cregier can make the Council 
believe the task should be undertaken 
at this time on the scale he proposes. 
Others Nave estimated that the city 
could equip iteelf abundantly for 
many years by an expenditure of 
$124,000, but this does not mean the 
overhauling that proposes.

Women of Association Opposed to 
Suffrage Jump un Charge That They 
Concede Man's Superiority. 

At the anti-suffrage headquarters 
yesterday some of the women jumped 
upon the charge that in opposing votes 
for women they are conceding the 
intellectual superiority of man over 
woman. In addressing the women, 
Mrs. Adeline Cornish, office secretary 
of the association, opposed to suffrage, 
said that this is the silliest charge 
that the suffragists have made against 
the women who are satisfied to re- 
main women and whose activity and 
ambition does not drive them to seek 
the places of men in the world. 

“No woman opposed to suffrage.” 
said she, “ever for a moment believes 
herself less intelligent than man. 
Most of us go so far as to believe that 
we could do just as well as men when 
it comes to voting on many important 
public questions. It is not with us a 
question of intelligence, but one of 
Voting invoives of- 
fice holding of every character as well 
as jury service and other duties, which 
we do not concede women to be 
adapted to by nature. 

‘Everything savoring of politiaal 
strife and worldly turmoil belongs to 
the world of men and, in despite of the 
noise they make, it is only a smal! mi- 
nority of women who are seeking to 
enter the political arena. The vast 
majority of women are content to re- 
main as God has made them, with the 
divine right of motherhood, giving the 
world sons and happily influencing 
their husbands. Most of them are 
proud when their husbands  shiecid

HE INITIATIVE. 

In less than three months the voters of 
California will be called upon to decide 
whether representative government shall 
continue in this State or the making and in- 
terpretation of laws shall be turned over to 
petition peddlers and to people many of 
whom will know little and care less what 


they are voting about. 


Of old we needed not many laws. The 
subject matters of legislation were simple, 

were few in number and were easy to deal 

with. Now they are many, complex, difi- 

cult of comprehension and more difficult to 

adjust when they are comprehended. The 

steamboat, the railroad, the telegraph, the 

telephone, the typewriter, the electric light 

and the automobile have added to the num- 

ber of subjects requiring legislation for their 

regulation. Enlargement of the number and 

power of corporations; introduction of la- 

bor-saving machinery; enormous increase of 

wealth; a change from simple to complex 

life—all present problems which require 

wise legislation for their solution. 

The duty of the lawmaker is necessarily 

more difficult to discharge than it was in 

former years. It requires greater knowl- 

edge, greater ability and greater industry 

than ever before. Under our present rep- 

resentative form of government a new law, 

or a bill amending an old law, is introduced 

in the House or Senate, is read for infor- 

mation and is referred to a committee. After 

being carefully considered in committee it is 
reported to the House, where it is debated 

and put upon its passage. If adopted it is 

sent to the Senate, where it goes through a 
similar ordeal. If it is adopted by the Sen- 
ate it goes to the Governor, who signs it if 
he approves it. If he vetoes it, it cannot 
become a law unless two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature pass it over his veto. 

No very unwise law and no corrupt law is 
likely, under this process, to find its way 
into the statutes of California. The muck- 
raking press, which is so vehement in its 
denunciation of corrupt Legislatures, and so 
earnest in its purpose to supersede these 
bodies by vesting their functions in the 
peop.o at large, cannot point out as many 
as a dozen laws which, in a dozen years, 
have been proved by experience to be un- 
wise or unjust. The late Legislature which, 
in the opinion of the insurgent press, pos- 
sessed about all the virtue and all the wis- 
dom with which any body of men were ever 
endowed, did not embark extensively in the 
vusiness of repealing laws enactéd by its 
repre_ensible prodecessors. 

By the initiative the function of lawmak- 

would be taken away from representa- 
tives of the people and v in pople. 
directly. The initiative is upon the 
logical non sequitur that the people do not 
possess sufficient intelligence or sufficient 
integrity to elect honest and capable repre- 
sentatives to make their laws, therefore 
they do possess sufficient wisdom and suffi- 
cient honesty to make the laws themselves. 

The Times remains unaffected by the rest- 
less spirit of change, the spirit of discontent 
‘with what is and of disposition to experi- 
ment, which is just now infecting the air 
with the disease germs of Populism. The 
Times opposes the initiative because it be- 
lieves that it would open the doors of op- 
portunity for the enactment of l4Ws that in 
their application might prove to be déstruc- 
tive of established rights, both of persons 
and of property. Nobody would be respon- 
sible for initiative laws. Nobody could be 
censured for their evil results. 

The legisiato: who votes for an unjust 
or an unwise law must face the condemna- 
tion of his constituents, but it would be un- 
known who voted for and who voted against 
an initiative law. Early in the last century 
voting was done viva voce. The citizen an- 
nounced his vote orally and it was recorded 
‘by the judges of election. The opportunt- 
ties of using improper influerce on the voter 
which this system afforded were largely 
done away with by the use of the printed se- 
cret ballot, and the Australian ballot system 
secured complete secrecy to the voter. 

But this very secrecy, the value of which 
to the voter is not underestimated, would 
not .be desirabie in the enactment of Iinitia- 
tive laws. Nobody would know who voted 
for an unwise law, and the voter whc subor- 
dinated his conscience and Mis reason to his 
hatreds, or his prejudices, or his passions 
could do so without dread of the condemna- 
tion of his fellow citizens. : 

An initiative law must be taken by the 
voter as it is. It may be ambiguous in 
phrase and ungrammatical in construction, 
but it cannot be amended. 

The Constitution would not protect the 
people from ravages of an initiative law, 
for, by means of the recall, those who voted 
for the law could vote off the bench the 
judges who should declare the law uncon- 
stitutional and vote more complaisant ju- 
rists into their places. 

The possibilities of disaster to the pros- 
perity and peace and progress of the State 
which dwell in the initiative are many. Its 
benefits are not readily discerntele. It is to 
be hoped that at the coming election the 
voters will prove “rich in saving common 
sense” and reject this idiotic offspring of a 
union between insurgency and anarchy. 


. UR COSMOPOLITANISM. 

That the claim to cosmopolitanism put 
forth by Los Angeles has more to substan- 
tiate it than the stream of tourists coming 
here from all over the world is demonstrat- 
ed by the activities along strictlf national 
lines by the naturalized foreigners who re 
side permanently in the city.

LOWER CALIFORNIA WOULD 
GIVE SEAPORT TO ARIZONA. 


How We Might Acquire Big Peninsula to 

Our Advantage for Future Growth.

Troops were sent over the Southern Pa- 

cific Railway by the Mexican government to } 
restore its authority in Lower California, 


| which recently declared its ind 


ependence, 
with Richard Ferris, a former Washington | 
newsboy, for President. The permission to 
use our railway was probably granted not 
without hesitation. A refusal would have 
vexed the Mexicans, at a moment when we 
are bent on developing our trade with Latin 
America. Yet, with the premonitory boom 
of the Fourth ringing in our ears, we hate 
to take sides against a people who have 
found it necessary to dissolve the political 
bonds that have connected them with an- 
other. 
One of the alleged motives of this move 
ment ts not without interest to us. The 
desert at the mouth of the Colorado River 
could, by irrigation, be converted into a sec- 
ond Egypt. A group of capitalists is said to 
have acquired it with the intention of work- 
ing it by means of coolle labor, for which 
the laws of Mexico would afford the utmost 
facility. As there is no prospect of a change 
in these laws, the white residents of Lower 
California seem indeed to have no alterna 
tive but to be drowned in a flood of yellow 
labor or to set up a separate government. 
Confronted with the prospect of seeing a 
Mongolian colony of perhaps 1,000,000 
spring up on the very edge of California and 
Arizona, we may well ask whether the water 
of our river is to be used for that purpose. 
Simultaneously comes the Chinese claim 
of indemnity for the Torreon outrages, with 
the intimation that Chinese gunboats may 
call attention to the claim. Is this the shad- 
ow of coming events? Some of us have 
been dreaming of Mongolian fleets making 
their appearance some day on our Pacific 
Coast to lend emphasis to the Mongolian 
demand for equality of opportunity, but we 
had no idea that they would come #0 soon, 
If the Mexican naval force is not strong 
enough to control Lower California, what 
is to prevent the Chinese gunboats from 
taking , say, of Magdalena Bay? 
If the occupation were prolonged should we 
not have to face the irksome task of mak- 
ing representations to the Chinese govern- 


ment? 


All these un t complications would 
be avoided if Lower Valifornia and the Colo 
rado desert were ours. The value of Magda- 
lena Bay as a naval base has long been rec- 
ognized. Since the water of the Colorado 
is ours, we sbould naturally like to see it ir- 
rigate our land. Arizona would doubtless 
be pleased to receive a port on the Gulf of 
California as a birthday present. 

It is hardly to be expected that our gov- 
ernment would give a standing permission 
for the transportation of Mexican troops 
over our railway. If that permission is es- 
sential to the permanent control of Lower 
California by Mexico, it seems conceivable 
that the Mexican government might wel-/ 
come an opportunity to escape from an awk- 
ward situation by exchanging that arid and 
unruly peninsula for a well-watered terri- 
tory, so situated that its control and de- 
fense by the Mexican Federal forces would 
always be assured, without the necessity of 
asking our permission. We should, of} 
course, be willing to give the necessary cash 
to boot. 

If British Honduras were ours, it would 
form an admirable object of exchange. It } 
would offer to the Mexican government «a 
‘decided strategic advantage in keeping the 
Mayas of Yucatan under control. Interven- 
ing between the sea and the northern half 
of Guatemala, it would present to that re- 
public a constant temptation to acquire it— 
by joining Mexico; and if Guatemala took 
that step, her example would not be lost on 
the rest of Central America. In these days, 
when the globe is getting so small, it is not
